men and children held out for ten 
weeks under constant fire, pledged 
never to surrender, to resist so 
long as one man lived. 


They lived on horse meat, saw 


by candle light in the deep rock 
cellars, responded at intervals day 
and night to emergency alarms to 
meet loyalist attacks, ate mule 
meat when the hoise meat gave 
out—yet danced to radio music as 
they listened to the miners of the 
besieging force drill tunnels from 
which the miners planned to blast 
the Alcazar to bits. 


Lieut. Katina Speaks 


It was Lieut. Toma Katina who 


told me the story. He took refuge 


in the Alcazar even before 
the 
i 


siege July 21, four days after the 
outbreak of the civil war. 


The rebel garrison was able to 


hold out 
only because 
of 250 


horses and mules they had and 
which they used for soup and 
meat. 
With the resimie of fat 


they made candles. 


Lying back weakly in his hos- 


pital bed, Katina said: 


"It was those horses and mules, 


comprising the entire supply of 
the civil guard squadron of the 
Toledo area, that made it possible 


for us to resist. Without them, we 
never could have lived. First we 
ate the horses. When they gave 
out we started on the mules. From 
the fat left over we made can- 
dles, as the enemy cut off our elec- 
tric and gas light." 


There was plenty of water at 


first, Katina said, from the deep 
wells of the Alcazar grounds. 


"But the water supply started 


diminishing rapidly as the result 
of lack of rains, so during most 
of the siege we were limited to a 
litre (a little more than a quart)

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 — 


(UP) — Rear Admiral William 
Snowden Sims, retired, who died 
last night in Boston, will be buried 
Thursday with full military honors 
in Arlington national cemetery. 


While funeral plans have not 


been completed, it was understood 
services in a Washington church 
will be attended by high govern- 
ment officials and army and navy 
officers, to be followed by a fu- 
neral procession to Arlington. 


Sims was in command of the U. 


S. naval forces in European waters 
during the World War. He died 
in his Back Bay home of a heart 
collapse which followed a minor 
operation. He was 77 years old. 


President Roosevelt has speak- 


ing engagements which will take 
him out of the capital Thursday 
and is not expected to attend the 
funeral. Informed of Sims' death 
last night at Hyde Park, N. Y., he 
said he was "deeply grieved," and 
added: 


"His death marks the closing of 


a brilliant and colorful career in 
the navy, the end of a remarkable 
period of service to his country. 
Dynamic and forceful, he was ad- 
mired and respected by friend and 
foe alike." 


The admiral is survived by his 


•widow, the former Anne Hitchcock 
of St. Louis; three daughters, Mrs. 
Robert 
Hopkins, Mrs. Robert 


Fiske, Mrs. Ettlng Morrison, and 
two sons, William Snowden, Jr., 
and Ethan. 


Sims was born in Port Hope, 


Canada. For his services in the 
World War he was decorated by 
Great Britain, France, Japan, Bel- 
gium and Italy. 


He declined the Distinguished 


Service medal of the United States 
givernment in 1919. 


Despite his 42 years in the navy, 


Sims once told a meeting of the 
Society of Mayflower Descendants 
in Boston that he personally "nev- 
er liked the sea."

have followed thoughtfully the career of 
the Chancellor since his star bejjan to as- 
cend. 


He may be one of the great men of the 


day, 
as Lloyd George professes to believe, 


but at the same time he is under the domi- 
nation of violent phobias that make his 
'dictatorship a menace to world peace and 
to the rights and well-being of every Ger- 
man subject. 


Hitler's hatred of Russia is unbridled 


and in a dozen ways during recent weeks 
he has been guilty of incitements to war. 
An equally violent and unreasoning obses- 
sion is his hatred of Jews. While he suc- 
ceeds in keeping his antagonism toward 
Catholicism under a fair degree of re- 
straint, this feeling, nevertheless, exists 
and flares forth at frequent intervals. 


While Hitler's absorption with ancient 


Teutonic mythology and his frequently ex- 
pressed desire to utilize it as the basis for 
a new religion suggest the need of psycho- 
pathic attention, his detestation of demo- 
cracy and his worship of military power 
are further evidences of neurotic inclina- 
tions. 


It would be interesting, in the light of his 


classification of Herr Hitler, to learn Lloyd 
George's conception of true greatness. The 
justice of attributing its qualities to one 
•whose philosophy is so essentially destruc- 
tive is questionable, at best.

ryHE revelation that Professor Friedlich 


Bergius, noted Heidelberg

because we lacked the ingredients 
to make real bread. We never ate 
for enjoyment, though—just to re- 
sist the reds. 


"We kept our spiriti up with the 


radio we had. It wasn't any good 
for sending but we could pick up 
the Madrid (the loyalist govern- 
ment! stations. 


"When, there were any concerts 


or jazzy music, some of the young- 
er set danced. It was this spirit 
which kept us going. 


"Many times we heard of heavy 


losses alleged to have been suf- 
fered by the rebels, as broadcast 
from the Madrid radios. We never 
knew whether they were true or 
not—and we didn't care, for we 
were pledged to hold out until not 
a single one of us was left alive." 


Nights Became Weird 


The nights, Katina said as his 


mind drifted back over the weeks 
of the siege, were the most weird 
part of all. 


"We took turns standing guard," 


he said, "and cheering up the wo- 
men and children. 
They didn't 


really need much cheering. They 
busied 
themselves sewing 
and 


patching our clothes. We men did 
most of the cooking and dish 
washing. 


"There 
were 
many 
sleepless 


nights, for the sentries frequently 
woke us to repulse enemy at- 
tacks." 


Katina explained that he him- 


self sought refuge in the Alcazar 
two days after the uprising and 
two days before the siege started, 
because his life was endangered 
by loyalists who suspected his re- 
bel sympathies. 


He said as an afterthought that 


one of the most harrowing mo- 
ments for the women was when 
the loyalist miners started drilling 
holes through the thick walls to 
dynamite the Alcazar. 


"We could hear the buzz of 


drilling," he said. "It sounded like 
a dentist drilling teeth—ours." 


Kept in Strongholds 


He confirmed that no women 


were killed, as the men kept them 
in subterranean strongholds which 
withstood all aerial bombardments 
and heavy artillery shelling, and 
even the dynamiting.
